— lV4a  ft  reflection  on  every  able-bodied  yotrth  in 
th«  boraUUon.  a«  it  was  in  1914-1918.  when  he 
ran  pur.sue  his  peacetime  avocation  and  enjoy 
his  customary  recreations  and  amusements  as  if 
nothing  la  happening  In  the  world,  as  if  the  fate 
of  humanity  were  not  at  .stake  There  is  a  smug- 
neas.  an  indlfTcrcnce,  a  lack  of  principle  in  such 
a  courae  that  the  pressure  of  events  shotdd  have 
wiped  out  long  ago;  If  it  has  not  there  is  the 
severest  indictment  possible  in  the  making 
against  the  edueatlonal  system  that  prevails. 
There  i.s.  too,  another  aspect  of  recruiting  that 
deserves  the  ciosc:>t  investigation,  and  that  is 
the  attitude  of  employers  of  all  sorts.  Is  there 
any  effort  in  any  dlrectmn  to  prevent  youths, 
who  are  anxious  to  enlist,  from  leaving  their 
occupations  with  firms,  companies,  industries  and 
all  the  other  employment  agencies  throughout 
the  country?  If  there  is.  then  that  attltud*  must 
bt  completely  changed.  If  there  ever  was  a  time 
in  the  history  of  mankind  when  such  a  course 
deserves  calumny  it  is  now.  Employers  of  any 

^•orts,  apart,  perhaps,  from  those  who  arc  engaged 
tXi  the  production  of  "munitions  of  war.  who  are 
AtteAiptlng  to  handicap  the  vital  need  of  fighting 
man  power,  deserve  nothing  but  opprobrium  from 
their  feliow-citizen.s.  They  are  as  smug,'  as  in- 
dlfTerent  and  as  lacklnR  ui  principle  as  those 
able-bodied  youtlis  who  maintain  they  have 
rights,  without  any  responsibillUes  whatever  for 
the  preservation  of  those  right.s 

The  military  authorities  m  British  Columbia, 
and  for  that  matter  in  all 'Canada!  should  only 
have  to  .state  the  wartime  need  for  man  power 
to  have  it  filled  with  patriotic  fervor.  This  Prov- 
ince, with  Its  record  In  the  Great  War.  has  a 
high  pre.stlRe  to  emulate  and  maintain.  It  has 
a  solemn  duty  to  undertake,  a  duty  in  the  per-

the  Empire  stands  In  this  War.  The  Britl^  Prime 

Muuster  ha.s  gone  .su  f.ir  as  to  a.s.sume  that  if 
Qisat  Britain  is  beaten  to  her  knees  the  struggle 
vottld  n^t  then  be  over,  but  that  tha  rest  of  the 
lOfiplrt  would  jgo  on  fighting,  under  the  protecting 
aegis  of  the  British  Navy.  That  is  the  summons 
to  the  Empire's  man  power,  and  there  are  various 
parts  of  that  Empire  answering  it  magnificently.

this  awful  danger  facing  the  whole  world  '  It 
IS  f-^lt  on  an  evor-widening  .scale  that  the  first 
move  towards  an  inten.sifird  war  effort  is  tlie 
installation  of  a  Government  to  mclude  Canada's 
ablest  and  best  qualified  men,  and  that  this  move 
is  e.ssential  if  the  War  is  tQ  be  prosecuted  to 
Canada  s  utmost  strength.

In  many  hbntes.  old  sweater.*^ 
woolen  dresses  and  knlt^  suits,  a 
well  as  small  things  like  scarves  and 
woolen  mittens,  are  thrown  away  or 
burned  because  they  are  worn  be- 
yond any  usefulness  as  garments, 
though  ttUI  contalnmg  much  good 
wool  Ttiere  is  at  least  one  wtxil' li 
mill  in  Canada  tiiat  u>  equipi^ed  to 
separate  and  recover  the  useable 
fibers  from  woolen  rags,  add  some 
new  wool,  and  turn  out  a  light, 
warm.  aU-WOpl  blanket  ja^t  like  new 
Seven  pounds  of  clean  old  wix)i  mo.st 
of  which  .should  t>e  ironi  knitted  or 
loosely  woven  garments,  must  be 
bent  for  ,  each*  blanket  ordered,  and 
the  cost  of  'making  Ls  ti  75  Tiie 

housi^holder  'who  orders  only  one 
blanket  has  to  pay,  m  addition,  the 
freiglft  or  express  boih  ways;  but  U 
at  least  100  pounds  of  wA)i— enough 
for  fourteen  blankets— can  be  sent 
at  one  time,  the  woolen  mill  pays 
return  charge.s.  I  am  not  ;  ure  Hl)()ut 
freight  or  expres.saKe  on  the  old  wool 
gomg  to  the  mill  in  lOO-pouhd  k>ts. 

It  would  take  a  long  time  for  the 
average  family  to  save  up  100  pounds 
of  old  wool,  but  if  there  were  a  cen- 
tral depot  to  receive  it,  each  fajnlly 
could  easily  keep  a  bac  (or  woolen 
scraps,  to  be  taken  to  the  depot  a 
few  pounds  at  a  time,  whenever  con- 
venient. 

When  putting  a.Mrie  old  woolen 
garments  for  hl.ni.keUv  one  should 
rip  off  cotton  facings  and  anything 
else  that  is  not  wool.  I  auppoae  most 
of  your  readers  know  the  "burning " 
test  to  dLstingulfh  all-wool  cloth 
from  a  mixture:  the  burned  sample 
smolders  slowly  without  bursting 
Into  flame,  and  the  odor  and  the  ash- 
thaf  remains  are  characteristic  also.
